Theio is not enough 
time to do what X feol I must; and the necessities of the book and the problems 
attendant to it ore great# In eight days I owe about £300*00 for the b; lance of 
the cost of the paper# X borrowed the dov/n payment # which was about 7^!- of this 
cost# There io $5,000 due about the week of the 27th for the printing, end there 
is also the cost of the photography and plating* for which I do not yet know the 
costs* thanks to other kindnesses, but which 1 imagine v/111 be $1200-C'1500* Apsides 
these amounts 1 have to raise and do not yet know how, the are other costs on which 
we as yet have no bills. I went to Washington this morning with $3.00 in my pocket, 
and parking charges, had I not parked Illegally, would hove consumed that i.u no time# 
I tell you this not to elicit your sympathy but your understanding first, of part 
of the genuine reasons *£or declining your kind invitation and second, tc perhaps 
elicit your understand if at sometime in the! future you again think I em unreasonable 
I do not so intend, nor have iiu As for the post, leVs look to the future# 


There is one suggestion I will make that is an exception, and it stems from the 
fact that I om not a lawyer and have not reason to credit your evaluation of your 
own capacity in this field.

By Batruday morning 
I v/es able to begin r< 6000 word piece on something 1 believe none of us hud 
earlier proved. x had only suggested. x t msy amount to nothing, but even though 
receipt of your letter interrupted both my work and thought and to&k some time to 
answer and loft me somewhat unsettled, I completed the story that day end also 
did a few other things. Sunday 1 pent preparing for an drafting a point by point 
refutation of the Post’s alleged fact, 2500-3000 words. Those are t'iio kinds of 
things I can do and, especially while we cannot afford the expense of travel, I feol 
I should do. Perhaps at some other time or in some other way, the same thing# 
can be accomplished.
